10, 2012you or your organization committed violations of the following sections of the Code of 
Federal Regulations, Title 9: 

2.40 (b)(2) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care... DIRECT repeated 

failure to provide adequate veterinary care that uses appropriate methods to prevent, control, 
diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries 

2.50 (a)(1) Time and Method of Identification.... repeated failure to have an official form of 
identification on all dogs on the premises (class “A” dealer) 

2.126(b) Access and Inspection of Records and Property.... repeated failure to make a 
responsible adult available to accompany APHIS officials during the inspection process 
(April 12, 2011, July 14, 2011, December 13, 201 1, March 6, 2012) 

3.6(a)(2)(ix) Primary enclosures.... repeated failure to properly construct and maintain all 
surfaces such that all surfaces in contact with the animals can be readily cleaned and sanitized 

3.11(a) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, Pest Control.,., repeated failure to remove 
excreta from primary enclosures daily, and from under primary enclosures as often as necessary 
to prevent an excessive accumulation 

3.11(b)(2) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping and Pest Control—.repeated failure to 
properly clean and sanitize food and/or water receptacles as prescribed to prevent an 
accumulation of dirt, debris, food waste, excreta, and other disease hazards 

3.11(c) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, and Pest Control ....repeated failure to 
keep housing facilities, including buildings and surrounding grounds clean and in good 
repair to protect the animals from injury, to reduce or eliminate breeding and living areas 
for rodents and other pests and vermin. Premises must be kept clean free of accumulations 
of trash, junk, waste products, and discarded matter 

3.11(d) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, and Pest Control ....repeated failure to 
provide an adequate pest control program
